You'll Be Hearing Things 

A soundbar looks like an unusually 
long speaker unit. It's intended to 
lie horizontally just below or above 
your HDTV screen. Inside a soundbar 
cabinet is an array of left, right, and 
sometimes center speakers. Using 
techniques such as reflecting off your 
walls, a soundbar can vividly simulate 
surround sound. In fact, in most cases, 
it can fool your ears into "hearing" 
side and rear speakers that aren't there. 
Many soundbars come with a wired or 
wireless subwoofer for deep bass. 



Zero-Hassle Setup 

It's really easy to install a soundbar, 
especially when you compare it to a 
traditional, multi-speaker surround- 
sound system. Connect one or two 
cables, and you're done. Because a 
soundbar doesn't require rear or side 
speakers, you won't need to string 
speaker wires across your room, 
tuck them under your baseboards, or 
route them through your walls. And 
speaking of your walls, you won't 
need to drill holes around the room 
to mount multiple speakers. 



Make Any Room An HT 

Some rooms just aren't good can- 
didates for a traditional surround- 
sound setup, which works best when 
you place its four or six satellite 
speakers the same distance from 
your seat. If your home theater is ir- 
regularly shaped, or if there's a stair- 
case behind your sofa, it could be 
difficult to mount surround speakers 
for optimal audio. A soundbar 
doesn't have this disadvantage — it 
can simulate multichannel audio 
convincingly in most types of rooms. 
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When Satellite Radio Meets Surround Sound 

Radio Reinvented 

While you can play your music collection and local radio on your home theater sound system, a satellite radio subscription greatly 
expands your audio entertainment. There are several ways you can bring the variety of satellite programming into your home theater.

Use A Tuner 

To discreetly incorporate satel- 
lite radio into your home theater, 
you can use an A/V receiver that's 
compatible with a satellite radio 
tuner (sold separately).

Depending on the A/V receiver, 
you might be able to use its re- 
mote to control your satellite radio 
programming.

Although this configuration 
is less subtle than an A/V receiver 
with its own satellite tuner, it's 
quick and easy to install. If you have 
more than one type of satellite radio 
receiver, you can add a universal 
docking home kit to your home the- 
ater. Alternatively, for those without 
a surround-sound setup, most docks 
can also connect to stereo speakers. 



Connect Via Cable 

Portable satellite radio owners can 
also use an analog stereo cable to 
bring favorite programming into their 
home theaters. This is a simple setup, 
as you only need to connect your 
device to your A/V receiver's AUX 
input. This method does add another 
cable to your home theater, how- 
ever, and you won't be able to use a 
remote to make selections. Instead, 
you'll need to control your listening 
experience using your portable satel- 
lite radio device itself. 
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More Than Just Games 

Consoles For Your HT 

Game consoles might as well be named media consoles because they do much more than just let you play games. You can 
watch movies, stream music, and enjoy other home theater benefits — but that's not all.

What does a surround-sound system include?

Typically, they also come 
with a subwoofer for rich bass, a center channel speaker to emphasize 
dialogue, and a number of satellite (surround) speakers you can mount 
around the room. A soundbar is a single speaker unit that simulates 
surround sound. 



What do speaker system terms such as 
5.1-channel and 7.1-channel mean? 

These numbers describe the number of speakers (channels) the system 
supports. The ".1" part indicates one subwoofer, while the "5" or 
"7" represents the number of satellite speakers plus the single center 
channel unit.

It's this porta- 
bility that lets a compact 
system come with you 
where a DSLR would 
simply be too bulky. 



Lenses 

Like a DSLR, a compact 
system camera lets you 
change its lenses. For 
example, you can use a 
telephoto lens to zoom 
in on your daughter at 
her school play.

Standard Lenses

range starting between 30 and 50mm 
and reaching 180mm or more. 

• The higher starting focal length range 
creates a smaller viewing angle, 

so photos have the same natural 
perspective of how your eyes see a 
subject. 

• This type of lens lets you capture a 
moment exactly the way you 

see it.

This lens makes it easier to capture 
an entire scene in one frame, with- 
out needing to physically back up 
a great distance. 
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Ultra-Wide-Angle Lenses 

• The focal length of an ultra- 
wide-angle lens starts at 24mm 
or less. 



This lens exaggerates perspectives 
even more than cameras with a 
typical wide-angle lenses. 

In photos taken with an ultra- 
wide angle lens, the objects in the 
foreground appear imaginatively 
larger than objects in the back- 
ground. 
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Gain More Creativity With Flashes & Filters 

Unique Photo Results 

Flashes and filters are two camera accessories that can either add or block light to help you achieve particular photo results. 
While a flash can help evenly light settings, a filter can enhance colors, boost contrast, and more. 
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Light Up The Darkness 

A flash gives you better control of your lighting conditions 
when you take photos, particularly when you can direct 
the angle of the flash. By adding an external flash to your 
camera, you can cast indirect light onto your subject by re- 
flecting it off a ceiling or a bounce card. Indirect illumina- 
tion casts softer shadows and looks more like natural light. 

A quality external camera flash can adequately light your 
subjects from a distance so that their faces don't look too 
dark. More specifically, a dedicated camera flash can offset 
shadows caused by sunlight above or behind someone's 
face. Your smartphone's built-in camera flash may not be 
powerful enough to illuminate these types of dark areas. 
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Good Light In, Bad Light Out 

UV filters can protect your camera's image sensor and 
improve photo quality by getting rid of the bluish haze 
caused by ultraviolet light. Other filter types offer different 
benefits. For example, a circular polarized filter can reduce 
white glare and enhance your subject's color and contrast. 
It will also eliminate reflections from non-metallic surfaces. 

Some filters add enhancements that can make images ap- 
pear almost magical. For instance, a diffusion filter can 
soften edges or blur the background to change the aes- 
thetics of a still image. And for a truly unique result, an 
8-point star filter can make celestial rays of light emanate 
from reflections and other light sources. 
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It's Not All About Megapixels 

The Sensor Matters 

When you're shopping for a digital camera, don't believe that more megapixels equals greater quality photos. It's a myth that a 
camera with a high number of megapixels, such as 14MP, automatically takes better pictures than one with 12MP, 5MP, and so on.

The Megapixel Count 
Isn't Important 

A camera with more megapixels 
means you can take photos with 
higher resolutions and technically 
clearer detail. This is useful if you 
plan to enlarge your shots into 
posters. And yet, a high megapixel 
rating doesn't necessarily mean 
that a camera takes better-looking 
photos. Instead, great photos de- 
pend on the quality of the cam- 
era's lenses and the image sensor 
behind them. 
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It's Image Sensor Size 
That Matters Most 

With all else being equal, a camera 
with a physically larger image sensor — 
also called a CMOS (complementary 
metal-oxide semiconductor) or CCD 
(charge-coupled device) — is likely to 
capture images of higher quality. More 
physical space allows the image sen- 
sor's photoreceptor sites to be bigger, 
so each can receive more light. A MP 
rating only indicates the approximate 
number of photoreceptors on an image 
sensor, not their physical size. 
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The combined efforts 
of a camera sensor, 
processor, and lens 
are what ultimately de- 
termine overall image 
quality. The FUJIFILM 
FinePix F750EXR and 
HS30EXR (page 26) rely 
on this powerful trio to 
produce images that are 
sharp and true-to-life. 




How To Find A Better 
Image Sensor 

Speaking very generally, a camera 
with a large-diameter lens is more 
likely to have a big image sensor and 
photoreceptors. Also look for: 

• A lack of graininess in photos of 
the sky 

• Excellent shadow details without 
"blooming" bright areas 

• A high low-light sensitivity rating, 
such as 3200 or greater ISO equiv- 
alence 
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Get The Best Image Results Every Time 

Scene Settings 

A lot goes into shooting great photos: lighting, exposure, balance, composition, and more. Because many digital cameras have 
special scene settings, you don't have to be an expert to attain photographic excellence. 
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Always The Best Results 

Scene settings (sometimes called scene 
modes) adjust all of the camera's vari- 
ables to best capture specific types of 
shots: evening photos, action-packed 
sports, and more. Most cameras offer 
basic scene modes for portraits, land- 
scapes, and night shots. But many offer 
more sophisticated settings to capture 
specialty photos, such as fireworks, kids 
and pets, or sports. While you concen- 
trate on getting the picture you want, 
a camera with scene settings will take 
care of the technical details. 



Automatic Advantages 

Of course, you can capture great 
images by using your camera's 
manual settings; experienced pho- 
tographers have been doing that 
for years. But that requires that you 
constantly adjust your camera as 
you're shooting. While an expert 
can certainly do that, most of us 
beginner or intermediate photog- 
raphers would like the option of 
having the camera adjust itself, 
while we just point the camera and 
wait for the best shot. 



Change Scenes Quickly 

If you only shot one type of photo, 
scene modes wouldn't matter 
much — it's easy enough to set 
a camera for one type of shot. 
Because you'll snap photos in a 
number of different circumstances, 
such as your nephew on the soccer 
field to an indoor arena, or a sun- 
rise at the beach to a candid indoor 
portrait, you'll appreciate the flex- 
ibility and ease of use that special 
scene settings add to your photo- 
graphic repertoire.

Flash Memory 

Flash memory camcorders use 
the same type of storage as USB 
flash drives, so they're smaller and 
more lightweight than hard drive- 
based camcorders.

You'll find flash-based 
camcorders starting around the 
$200 price point, making them 
suitable for budget-minded fami- 
lies who plan to document their 
everyday lives with the kids. 



Hard Drive 

Hard drive camcorders offer more 
storage capacity than models that 
use flash drives or memory cards, 
ranging from 30 to 120GB, meaning 
you can record more video at a 
time.

Megabytes per second (or MBps) defines the maximum speed at which your camera writes to or reads from your 
memory card. A larger MBps rating for write speed means less lag time between shots and fewer shots missed. 
A higher read speed, on the other hand, means faster photo and video transfers to your computer.

Rely On A Standard 

A standard tripod is a model with 
three aluminum or carbon fiber legs. 
It stands tall enough to let you peer 
through your camera's viewfinder 
at eye level. Look for a tripod with 
legs that are strong, lightweight, and 
simple to extend and retract. Also, 
make sure that the tripod's head is 
easy to adjust, so you can level your 
cam as needed. Some tripod heads 
even come with fluid-filled mecha- 
nisms to make your camcorder pans 
and tilts much smoother. 
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A Mini In Your Cam Bag 

A mini tripod is a short model that's 
less than a foot tall. It's suitable for 
use on a tabletop or desk indoors, 
or a picnic table or park bench for 
outdoor shots. Close a mini tri- 
pod's legs, and it becomes compact 
enough to carry with you just about 
anywhere. Some models have flex- 
ible legs instead of rigid ones, so you 
can wrap them around objects such 
as fence posts, handrails, or even 
tree branches for a steady shot where 
there are no level surfaces. 
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Walk With A Monopod 

As its name implies, a monopod is 
basically a tripod with only one leg. 
There are aluminum and carbon fiber 
models. Obviously, with one leg, a 
monopod can't remove all motion 
from your shot, but it will help quite a 
bit. And its portability — some photog- 
raphers use theirs as walking sticks — 
makes you more likely to bring it 
along than a full tripod. Monopods 
are popular for nature photography, 
as many are tall enough to hold your 
camera above ground vegetation.
